Opening Proceedings Orderly. 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
Paris, May 29.—The Court of Cassation 


met today te hear the debate the appli- 
cation for a revision of the D s case. 

The doors of the Palace o stice were 
opened at 11 o'clock. Pe connected 
with the case, newspaper men, and others 
began to arrive half an hour previously. 
There was much animation in the lobbies of 
the palace, but the crowds in the vicinity 
were not large. Extensive precautions were 
taken to preserve order inside and outside 
the building. | 

The Colonel anding the guard at the 
palace has L. special reinforce- 
ments by the 3 Governor of Paris, 
General Zurlinden, and considerable forces 
of military and mounted police have been 
assembled at the barracks in the vicinity of 
the court. . 4 
The witnesses who have testified in the 
Dreyfus case were admitted by a door on the 
left of the palace, and those connected with 
the trial of Reroulede and Marcel Habert 
for inciting soldiers to insubordination in 
connection with the election of President 
Loubet, which is also before the court to- 
day, were admitted by a door on the right of 
the building. | 

Speculators about the palace were selling 
seats at points of vantage for from ten ($2) 
to twenty francs ($4) each. but the business 
done was not as good as during the Zola 
trial, when they easily obtained forty francs 
($8) for seats. 

The courtroom was filled with Parisian 
celebrities, the greater part of the hall hav- 
ing been reserved for ticketholders. Many 
Judges belonging to other courts were among 
those present, and absolute tranquillity pre- 
vailed. 
There were about twenty women in the 
audience filling the galleries. 

De Beaupre Reads His Report. 

The proceedings commenced at noon. 
Amid profound silence M. Ballot de Beau- 
pre, the President of the civil section of the 
court, read his report on the case. 

After recalling the circumstances under 
which the prosecution of Dreyfus was insti- 
tuted in 1894, he dealt with the contradictory 
evidence of the experts in handwriting, and 
mentioned the protest of innocence by Drey- 
fus, who said to Lieutenant Colonel Henry: 

“This odious accusation is the death of 
my life. I must have justice done me.” 

M. Ballot de Beaupre then read a number 
of eulogistic reports on Dreyfus when the 
latter was a military school probationer on 
the general staff, his interrogatory by Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Du Paty de Clam, in which 
Dreyfus persisted in denying having had 
relations with any foreign embassy, and his 
statement that he had not given any docu- 
ments to any agent rela to the defense 
of the country. 

M. de Beaupre afte s described the 
scene in Du Paty de Clam’s office, in the 
presence of the chief of detectives; M. 
Rochefort, and eed the history of the 
Dreyfus family.

M. Ballot de Beaupre then dealt with the 
question of motive. He read the police re- 
port furnished by M. Guene, the detective, all 
unfavorable to Dreyfus, and reports of the 
Prefecture of Police, pointing out that there 
had been a confusion of Dreyfus with others 
of the same name who had been mixed up 
with gambling and disreputable female as- 
sociations. The latter reports were not pro- 
duced at the trial in 1894. 

Esterhazy in Ugly Light. 

M. Ballot de Beaupre then pointed out that 
Dreyfus could not have acted as a traitor 
from anger or disappointment, as he had 
the finest prospects of an excellent military 
career. On the other hand, Esterhazy, the 
reporter alleged, was a soldier of fortune, 
always begging from the money lenders. 

Continuing, the reporter read letters writ- 
ten by Esterhazy abusing France and the 
French army, these producing a deep im- 
pression upon the audience. He referred to 


a letter written by Esterhazy to Baron 


Rochschild, dated June 21, 1894, to the effect 
that if his application for money were re- 
fused he would have no resource but to kill 
his family and then commit suicide. 

Such, said the reporter, was Esterhazy’s 
language on the eve of the date whem the 
bordereau was placed.“ The inference to 
be drawn was that Esterhazy sought in 
treason resources necessary to carry on a 
life of dissipation. f 

At this point, with the evident approval of 
all who listened, M. Ballot de Beaupre 
quoted from M. Mornard’s statement as fol- 


lows: 

Although justice has been rendered more 
or less impotent with regard to Esterhazy 
by the latter’s acquittal of the charge of be- 
ing the author of the bordereau, it is none 
the less the duty of the Supreme Court tp 
restore liberty to an innocent man unjustly 
condemned. 


Reads Letter from General Talbot. 


Prior to the adjournment M. Ballot de 
Beaupre read a letter from the British Gen- 
neral, Talbot, who, in 1894, was attached to 
the British Embassy in Paris, rectifying the 
deposition of General Marquis de Gallifet. 
This letter reached M. Mazeau through 
diplomatic channels. In it General Talbot 
said that Marquis de Gallffet had misinter- 
preted his (Talbot’s) words, as he had never 
had personal relations with Esterhazy in the 
way of espionage, but had simply heard that 
Esterhazy’s character was well known to 
the foreign military attachés. 

The court adjourned at half past 6, when 
but few of the public yet remained in the 
vicinity. The republican guards immediate- 
ly returned to barracks and the cordon of 
police was dispersed. 


REJECT FINNISH ARMY BILL. 


Report the Diet Objects to Government 
Measure and Will Appeal to 
the Czar. 


Stockholm, Sweden, May 29.—According 
to a dispatch from Helsingfors, capital of 
Finland, the Finnish Diet will virtually re- 
ject the government army bill by adopting 
the bill recommended by the Army commit- 
tee, raising the strength of the army from 
5,000 to 15,000 men and providing the army 
is to retain its national character and is oniy 
to be employed outside of Finland when the 
defense of Finland does not require it, and 
the Landwehr is only to be employed in Fin- 
land, except in a case of emergency, when it 
may be used in defense of St. Petersburg. 
The Diet will also ask the Czar, if he cannot 
sanction the bill, to submit a new bill to be 
dealt with in a constitutional manner.

Spanish Language in Court. 

Spanish will be the official language of 
the courts. There has been agitation among 
the local British and American business-men 
and American lawyers who came to- the 
Philippines to make fortunes to have the 
English code and language adopted, but 
Major General Otis concluded that it would 
be unwise, even if practicable, to upset long 
usage. He thought it best to give the na- 
tives courts in the language to which they 
have been accustomed. 

The Spanish salaries proved a stumbling 
block to obtaining good men, the highest 
being only $2,500, the Spanish Judges re- 
ceiving fees, which are abolished. All the 
Judges are representative men. 

Two correspondents of a New York news- 
paper have been disbarred for fabricating 
an interview with General Lawton, dated 
Manila, May 23, and for evading the cénsor- 
ship.

L. Daube, who is connected with a hay and 
grain store at 202 West Lake street, was 
taken before United States Commissioner 
Mason yesterday morning charged with hay- 
ing rendered the United States government 
a false bill for grain sold to the post quar- 
termaster at Fort Sheridan.

vana, May General Pedro Delgado, 
mmanding the Cuban forces around 
Guanajay, called his men together today, 
told them they were disbanded, and or- 
dered them to take their arms and go home. 
Of the 200 some thirty, who were mounted 
on ponies, said they would ride to Havana 
and get their money. Thereupon Delgado. 
who was formerly a notorious bandit, called 
upon the rest to draw up in line and to shoot 
any man who took the road to Havana. The 
thirty mounted men gloomily dispersed. 
They will have an opportunity to receive 
their shares later. | 

It is said that most of the Cubans who, 
though having arms, did not figure in the 
muster rolls when they applied for payment, 
were furnished with the weapons by friends 
at Guanabacoa, where many arms had been 
stored with keepers of grocery snops by 
people who purchased them from the Span- 
ish guerrillas and volunteers. These were 
given out to enable the holders to secure 
shares in the American gratuity. Some Cu- 
bans, undoubtedly entitled to payment, have 
also obtained arms from the same source, 
and are thus able to retain the weapons that 
they used during the war. 3 

The disbanding of the troops continues. 
Twelve hundred men, under the command 
of General Jacinto Hernandez, who were en- 
camped at San José de las Lajas, about 
twenty-one miles from Havana, have been 
mustered out. They were given certificates 
of service, redeemable under the firet Cu- 
ban government. Some of these men were 
in the Cuban service three and a half years. 
One party of eighty, Mving in Santa Clara, 
started immediately for their homes. The 
horses of many, however, have died of 
disease or been killed off, and consequently 
most of the men go home by trains, which 
give them frée passage. 


Paying Off in Havana. 
Today's events in connection with the pay- 
ment of the Cuban troops entitled to apply 
here for a share in the American gratuity 
have effectually killed off the opposition te 
the receipt of the bounty by privates. In 
American military circles it is considered 
that a fine start has been made and that the 
opposition is defeated. 

Three hundred privates arrived during the 
day to apply for payment, but though Lieu- 
tenant Colonel George M. Randall of the 
Eighth United States Infantry, the commis- 
sioner superintending the distribution here, 
kept his office open from 10 a. m. to5 p. m., 
only 112 could be paid during that interval, 
as each man took up several minutes. Many 
who brought arms were not on the rolls at 
all. Ninety-nine rifles were surrendered, 
most of the applicants declining to take any 
chances in turning the weapons over to the 
Mayor of Havana, evidently believing it 
would be better to give them direct to the 
Americans. | 

All day it was virtually impossible to get 
through the front door of the office unless 
the sentry cleared the way. The Cuban offi- 
cers, who on the rst day tried to discour- 
age any who were disposed to apply, finding 
now that the tide of feeling has turned, are 
offering all the assistance possible to Colonel 
Randall. | 

At the conclusion of the day’s work there 
were more than 200 who had not been heard. 
These will have to wait until after the return 
of the pay car on June 15, when there will 
probably be extra days assigned for Havana.

ward shot by the Spanish. The graves have 
been located with considerable difficulty by 
Major Saunders, a near relative of a member 
of the unfortunate crew. Flags will float at 
half-mast, a salute will be fired at noon, and 
a regimental band will play a dirge, 

Mr. Lloyd, Deputy Collector at Guan- 
tanamo, has arranged for ceremonies there, 
The Cubans are favorably impressed with 
the idea of decorating the graves of their 
own soldiers, and will probably do this to 
some extent.

| VICTORY FOR ROBY POOLROOM. 


Judge Lowery Declares a Civil Court 
Has No Right to Restrain Gam- 
. bling by Injunction. | 


ne case wf the State of Indiana vs. James 
and Annie O’Leary, John Condon, and oth- 
ers, known as the Roby poolroom case, 
which has been in the courts since last Oc- 


‘| tober, was decided yesterday at Valparaiso 


by Special Judge Lowery of Fort Wayne in 
favor of the defendants. Attorney Peter- 


| son of Crown Point, who defended the case, 
| won on every point. 


The case was commenced by a verified 
complaint, signed by the Attorney General 
and the Prosecuting Attorney, praying that 
the defendants be restrained from operating 
and conducting a poolroom, and that 4 re- 
ceiver be appointed to take passession of 
the premises. In summing up the case 
Judge Lowery ip an opinion of 14,000 words 
said: 


„ All the State shows in this case is the 
offense of keeping a common gambling- 
house, and the corrupting and vicious influ- 
ences attending such a nuisance. It is not 
shown that any property or civil rights of 
the public which is their duty to protect 
are invaded or that any irreparable injury 
will be done any such rights by the main- 
tenance of such nuisance. The case pre- 
sented is a criminal one, pure and simple, 
in which the criminal law furnishes the only 
remedy that courts are required to enforce.” 

The court expresses the hope that society 
in that part of Indiana is not in such a bad 
way as to render those tribunals unequal 
to their duty. In the meantime the court 
concludes that it cannot issue the injunction, 
even though it be made the subject of re- 
proach for not doing it. 

The equity suit against the poolrooms be- 
ing thus disposed of, it remains for the au- 
thorities to take criminal action against 
the poolroom keepers. 8

Paving. contractors are behind 


them,“ he continued. and we don't purpose

business, for this association came into ex- 


istence to fight against it and remedy the 
evils. The organization has now over 200 
of the most prominent people in Chicago as 
members, and their influence will be felt in 
this matter.“ 

E. S. Metcalf, who was Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel under Mayor Washburne and 
had charge of the special assessments then, 
but is now counsel for this association, said 
the matter of special assessments had been 
of much concern to investors and property- 
owners.

the press and the country. 


Russia’s Disappointing Demand. 

Even now a murmur has arisen over the 
disappointing fact that Russia, on the top 
of the Anglo-Saxon agreement, has de- 
manded a railway concession into Peking, 
which is certainly contrary to the spirit of 
that agreement. 

This is, perhaps, as Lord Salisbury says, a 
small matter. A railway concession has be- 
come now a popular bugbear whose dangers 
are absurdly exaggerated. It is the building 
of railways and not the granting of conces- 
sions that counts. Still the edge has been 
rather taken off the enthusiasm which the 
agreement aroused by this speedy contradic- 
tion of the idea that the Chinese difficulty 
was altogether removed. | 

In internal policy the Conservative party 
certainly does not shine. The budget bill 
was not brilliant, even if the reduction of 
the sinking fund to meet increased war ex- 
penditure was a practical necessity. 

London's New Municipal Bill. 

The one real effort of the session has been 
the London government bill, successfully 
piloted through its second stage by Mr. 
Arthur Balfour. No doubt it ie an excellent 
measure, although it is curious to note that 
it is exactly opposed to the methods ap- 
proved in America. 

New York prides itself upon its increased 
area and consequent centralization; Mr. 
Balfour's measure cuts London up into a 
large number of separate municipal areas, 
thereby effecting an enormous system of 
decentralization. So the municipal tide is 
running in exactly opposite directions in the 
two countries. That, however, does not 
trouble British statesmen to any extent, 
since the municipal system of the big cities 
in America is not regarded here as a thing 
to be anxiously imitated. 

Probably, then, Mr. Balfour's bill is a wise 
and statesmanlike measure, which will leave 
its mark upon the history of London. Yet 
no one shows the slightest genuine interest 
in the success of the bill nor follows the in- 
tricate debates with much seal. It can only 
be said for Mr. Balfour that he has shown 
an extraordinary grasp of a difficult sub- 
ject, and hae furthermore proved his states- 
manlike qualities by the scope of his con- 
cessions and his anxiety to satisfy every 
section of the community in so far as sat- 

isfaction can be given without hurting the 
vital principles of the measure. The con- 
sequence is that the London local govern- 
ment bill, when it becomes law, will be 
piece of legislation for which both parti 
y. 
Few Real Achievements. 

Yet beyond that bill what has the 
government to show? The old age 
pensions matter referred to a commit- 
tee; the railway couplings bill re- 
ferred to @ royal commission. Absolutely 
nothing done by the passing of the small 
dwellings act, a little measure by means of | 
which laborers and workmen can buy the 
houses they livein, and which, as Mr. Cham- 
berlain himself admitted, can benefit only 
a small portion of the community. In other 
words, the policy of the Conservatives is 
— as barren a tree as that of the Lib- 
erals. 

It can only be said, however, that the mass 
of Britishers are naturally conservative and 
will vote conservative until some vital ques- 
tion arouses their passions, and then the 
Liberals may have a chance. But the prob- 
lem at present is to find that vital question. 
Another problem is to find the men. If 
Rosebery, Harcourt, and Morley really 
mean retiring, who can take their places; 
at least who can match the brilliant men on 
the other side—Balfour, Salisbury, Cham- 
berlain, Goschen, Hicks-Beach, Selbourne; 
Lansdowne, and a host of others? It isa 
battle between the pigmies and the giants. 

Affairs in the Transvaal. 

Until Whiteuntide is over we shall prob- 
ably learn little more about the situation in 
the Transvaal, unless some new conspiracy 
breaks out. For a moment it looked as if 


the hands of the government as the Jameson 
raid did for nearly three years. That danger 
is past and t remains for Kruger to make 
some practical proposals-in answer to Cham- 
berlain’s demands. 

No one seriously contemplates war. Yet 
when an obstinate old man like Kruger with 
a lot of ignorant Boers behind him is pitted 
against an equally obstinate man like Cham- 
berlain with the power of Great Britain at 
“his back and old scores to wipe out, itis not 
safe to be too optimistic. | 

Nor is it safe 2 the Boer 
strength. Great Britain will need 380,000 
men at least for the job and goodness knows 
where the War office will find such a force. 
On the whole t is wise to hope that war may 
be averted, although sentimentally the fight 
would not be unpopular. 

2 Work Cut Out for the Sirdar. 

In.the meantime the Sirdar is getting 
ready for what will probably be his last 
campaign in Egypt. The Khalifa is in- 
trenched 140 miles across the desert from 
Fashoda, at Shekeleh, and he must be at- 
tacked and defeated as soon as the high 
Nile at the end of July makes transpor- 
tation feasible. The force at the Sirdar’s 
command will be for the most part composed 
of Soudanese troops, but a small British 
force will go up also to steady the, column 
in the march away from the Nile. 

The Twenty-first Lancers will probably 
again be given a chance to distinguish them- 
selves, and at least one regiment of British 
infantry will accompany the expedition. 
Then, it is to be hoped, the Sirdar will com- 
plete the victory of Omdurman by capturing 
the Khalifa, so that he may, with a quiet 
mind, hand over his office to Sir Alfred Win-

| DECLARED THAT NO UNREASONABLE 
CONDITIONG WERE IMPOSED.

statement in Washington That the Do- 
minion Made Demand tor Pyramid 
Harbor and a Strip of the Lynn Ca- 
nal Causes a Sensation in Ottawa— 
“Declared the Official Correpsond- 
ence Will Prove This—Long List of 
American Grievances Cited, 


Ottawa, Ont., May 20.—[Special.]—The 

statement telegraphed from Washington 
that after the United States and Great Brit- 
ain had agreed practically on a scheme of 
arbitration Canjda intervened with impos- 
sible conditions caused a seneation here. 
Canada’s demands, as stated from Wash- 
ington, were that Pyramid harbor was in 
any case to go to Canada, together with a 
strip of Lynn Canal, which would extend 
back to Canadian territory. 
This statement is efplicitly denied in offi- 
cial querters. It is asserted that Canada, in 
suggesting as a a portion of 
Lynn Canal, attached no conditions. It is 
further claimed that when the official cor- 
respondence is published it will show this 
to be the case, and that it was the United 
States that attached conditions as to ex- 
emption of territory from arbitration. 

It can be absolutely said that nothing has 
occurred since the Washington conference 
to change the above situation. 


Case Stated in Washington. 


Washington, D. C., May 20.—Feeling it to 
be necessary, at this stage in the exchanges 
between the United States and Great Britain 
respecting the Canadian boundary contro- 
versy, that the exact attitude of the Amer- 
ican commissioners should be defined; and 
that the people not only of the United States 
but of Great Britain might have an oppor-. 
tunity to judge for themselves of the com- 
parative rectitude of the actions of the 
United States and Canada respectively, the 
following statement has been given out by 
a prominent person: 

Canada continues to be a land of sur- 
prises. The friendly protocol of 83 
ton was signed on May 30, 1898, for the ad- 
justment of all differences between the 
United States and Canada in a most amicable 
spirit. The ink of that protocol was only 
well dry when the Province of Ontario dis- 


ternational equity. 

‘‘ American lumbermen had been invited to 
take timber limits in that province with thé 
privilege of cutting logs and exporting them 
to the United States. The provincial gov- 
ernment, after giving them their leases and 
taking their money into the treasury, passed 
a decree prohibiting the export of such logs, 
with the result of causing some bankrupt- 
cies in Michigan. 89 


Another Hostile Province. 


„During the sessions of the commission 
the same peculiar ideas of international jus- 
tice was exhibited in another province—that 
of British Columbia. This time it was the 
mining interests that were involved. The 
authorities of that province took the money 
of the American miners, who had made the 
discoveries of gold; allowed them to spend 
thousands of dollars in constructing a road- 
way to the scene of their interests, and then 
proceeded to change their laws to confine all 
such mining privileges to British subjects 
and British corporations. 

“Another instance of this kind of 
practice worked out to American nursery- 
men. They had taken contracts to supply 
certain stocks to the Canadians, when, un- 
der the pretense of fear of San José scale, 
the Canadian authorities prohibited any 
further importation of nursery stock. At 
the same time the Canadian courts held the 
Americans lable for violation of the con- 
tracts which their own laws had caused 
to be vacated. 

Alaska Boundary Dispute. 

„ The Dominion government also seems 
to share these peculiar principles of inter- 
national intercourse in respect to the boun- 
dary of Alaska. They protested indignant- 
ly against any conditions saving the exist- 
ing right of Americans to the country to 
be arbitrated. Years before the commission. 
met, United States citizens, without any 
question or protest against their right so 
to do, had occupied the headwaters of the 
Lynn Canal and established towns and set- 
tlements there. Canada had never asserted 
@ claim to the region. 

„The Americans had built paths over the 
passes from the Lynn Canal beyond the 
mountains and established communication 
with the Yukon by intervening lakes and 
streams. This, too, was done without pro- 
test or question of their right to pass over 
the mountain summits. 

Under these cirtumstances the United 
States commissioners thought it right to 
withhold such tidewater settlements from 
the arbitrators’ jurisdiction, and it. was 
against this limitation that the Canadian 
commissioners so vehemently protested. 

Now it seems that Canada is protesting 
with equal vehemence against arbitration 
unless the United States shall agree to give 
them in any case the Pyramid Harbor re- 
gion, to which they never before the meet“ 
ing of the commission asserted any rights, 
which they had never occupied with flag 
or constable, or a Canadian subject, or even 
a canoe. 


Little Prospect of Adjustment. 


How they reconcile this claim with their 
position in the commission in respect to re- 
ferring the boundary question to arbitra- 
tion remains to be explained to the British 
government.

! SWIFT & CO. GET THE AWARD. 


| Given the Contract for Fresh Beef for 
the Army in Cuba and Porto 
Rico. 


Washington, D. C., May 29.—The War de- 
partment is informed that the award of the 
contract for furnishing fresh beef to the 
army in Cuba and Porto Rico has been made 
to Swift & Co. of Chicago. There are nine- 
teen posts to be supplied in Cuba. The 
proposals were for refrigerated beef and 
freshly slaughtered beef, the latter to be 

cooled artifically or otherwise, so as to bein 
condition for use immediately on delivery. 
The requirements are for first-class meat 
and conform on general lines to the require- 
ments for beef furnished to army posts in 
this country. The refrigerated beef must be 
from carcasses dressing 600 pounds or over, 
and the freshly slaughtered beef must dress 
not less than 400 pounds. The meat is to 
keep twenty-four hours after delivery and 
be subject at all times to rigid inspection. 

The War department is not yet informed of 
the figures of the successful bid. The con- 
tract is to run during the year beginning on 
July 1, 1899. 1

DIES IN THE ELECTRIC CHAIR. 


Adrian Braun Brecuted in Sing Sing 
Prison, Where He Murdered His 
Wife in 1897. 


New York, May 29.—Adrian Braun was 
put to death by electricity in Sing Sing 
Prison today for the murder of his wife. A 
current of 1,800 volts was turned on at 9:17 
a. m. and at 9:18 Braun was declared dead 
by the attending physicians. A second 
shock was given for ten seconds. 

Braun was a German, 36 years of age, 
and a cigarmaker of New York. He was 
father of five children. He was sentenced 
in August, 1897, to two years for assault in 
the second degree in having beaten his 
wife.
